All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  opening  as  above 
described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department*  of  Public  Works 
of  said  City. 

The  opening  of  said  River  Drive  as  above  described  to  be  made  by 
condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a strip  of  land  sixty 
(60)  feet  in  width,  the  center  line  of  which  is  the  center  line  of  the 
River  Drive  as  opened  under  Declaratory  Resolution  Number  558-1926, 
produced  north  from  the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  to  the  north  right  of  way  line  of  the  Pittsburgh, 
Port  'Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  condemnation  of  the  above  described  street  opening  is  described  as 
all  lots  and  lands  lying  south  of  the  North  line  of  West  Swinney  Park;

damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received 
by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property  or  such 
moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  Pay.  All 
proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvements,  assessment  of  pro- 
perty, collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall 
be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto 
and  supplements  thereof. 


All  of  said  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  describ- 
ed street  opening  being  located  in  the  North  Half  of  Section  10,  Town- 
ship 30  North,  Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana.
